Action today came on a motion 


to bring the resolution by Repre- 
sentative Patman (D., Texas), up 
for consideration.

226 to 175. 


The vote was 165 democrats, 60 


republicans and one farmer-labor 
for consideration and 133 republi- 
cans and 42 democrats against.

day. The former senator died' at 
his home here late yesterday. He 
was 79. 


Services will be held here tomor- 


row, 
with burial in the afternoon 
at Tyler. 


Chilton was one of the last sur- 


vivors of the elder statesmen of 
Texas. 
He was a member of the 


democratic convention which took 
control of the state from the car- 
petbaggers after tne Civil war. He 
was twice campaign manager for 
Governor James Stephen Hogg. 
Horace Chilton was one of the 


few surviving chieftains of Texas 
politics of the '90's. 


Successor to both John H. Rea- 
gan and 
Richard 
Coke in the 


United States Senate, he was the 
first native Texan to sit in that 
body. Born in Smith county, Dec. 
29, 1853, he became active in poll- 
tics before he had reached the age 
of 21. He retired from the senate 
on March 3, 1901. 
] 


Although his public service cov- 


ered only about ten years, Senator 
Chilton was long a dominant fig- 
ure in Texas politics. 
His early 


activities began with the democrat- 
ic state convention which elected 
Coke governor in 1874 and ended 
carpetbag rule in Texas and laid 
the ground for. the state constitu- 
tion adopted in 1876. He was As-

No one pretended to predict 
whether the plan would receive In 
the end. the .acQuiespenee of the 
Hoover forces in the convention 
which begins at Chicago Stadium 
tomorrow. 
The whole situatloa 
remained as menacing and almoit 
as unsettled as ever. 


Heretofore, the Inner circles lit* 
stopped with a discussion of a 
simple declaration that the whole 
question ought to be resucmltted 
for the electorate to take whatever 
action it desires. 


Today, as New York, New Jer- 


sey, Illinois, Massachusetts, and 
others swelled

ministers; hence Washing- 
ton's flag consisted of the 
thirteen alternate red and 
white stripes, but bore in its 
canton the king's crosses of 
St.'George and St. Anthony. 
By 1777 the Revolutionists 
w§re fighting solely for an 
American nation, and they 
wanted an American flag. 


'Mrs. Ross, it is said, un- 


dertook the making of the 
flag -eagerly, and with an 
exalted sense of the unusual 
honor conferred upon her. 
Not only that, she even sug- 
g e s t e d to Washington a 
slight correction in the de- 
sign, which bore six-pointed 
stars instead of the five- 
pointed type of heraldry. 
With a snip of her scissors 
she cut a folded paper and 
held forth a perfect five- 
pointed star to show what 
•he meant. For a few min- 
utes longer the design was 
discussed, and as quickly as 
nimble fingers could execute 
the task, .Mrs. Ross had the 
flag in being.

Once, in 1794, when Ver- 


mont and Kentucky joined 
the Union, the stars and 
stripes were increased to 
15; but in 1818 
Congress 


fixed the final form of the 
flag as of thirteen stripes 
with a star . to 
represent 


each state. 
On April 6, 


1909, Admiral Peary plant- 
ed the first American flag 
at the North Pole.
